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FIREMEN HANDICAPPED. 

Each of the several fires lately 
seems to have exposed some very 
serious handicaps which the fire 
men are up against in the dis- 
charge of their duty on these oc- 
casions, 

While under the présent sys- 
item the brigade have made an 


exceptionally credit-ble showing 
their, chief delay. seems to have 


“been in getting horses to the fire 


hall on time. 

In the last two occasions, 
however, we are’ informed by 
some of the firemen that they 
were considerably retarded in 


their progress because there 


were practically no street lights 
on the long streets leading to 
south-end, where the fires were. 
To make matters worse there 
were several places where the 
streets were torn up, either for 
water works or gas, and these 
were not protected in any way 
either by fences or red lights. As 
a result one of the firemen fell 
into one of the trenches and 
badly hurt his arm. 

One of the firemen suggests 
that as most of the fires happen 
inthe darkest part of the night, 
all the main streets leading to 
the south end should be well 
lighted. 

It has. also beaia suggested 
that some kind of a fire alarm 
should be placed in the south 
end,’ two men be required “to
